Schwimmer on a 
charge of conspiring to defraud 
the Government. 


Evans said that while he was 
in an airplane with Schwimmer, | 
en route to Washington in 1949, 
Schwimmer § said: “Tom, I'd 
like to do something for Matt 
Connelly, he’s been so nice and 
wonderful to me. 


The witness told the jury in 
United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen’s court: “I 
said, ‘Harry, there is nothing 
vou can do for him.’ That ended 
the conversation.” 


Schwimmer In 1949 was an | 
attorney for Irving Sachs of St. | 
Louis, president of Shu-Stiles, | 
Inc.. a shoe brokerage firm, who 
was seeking to avoid prosecu- 
tion for income tax evasion. 
Sachs eventually pleaded guilty | 
and was fined $40,000 but | 
avoided going to prison on 
health grounds. 

The indictment of Connelly, 
Schwimmer and Caudle stems 
from an investigation into the 
handling of the Sachs case. 

Second Conversation. 

Evans said he had a second 
conversation with Schwimmer, 
also on a plane en route to 
Washington, about two weeks 
after the first discussion. 

“Schwimmer said again: ‘I'd 
still like to do something for 
Matt Connelly,” Evans related:| 
“I told him: ‘Harry, there is, 
nothing you can do.’ He said: 
‘Why couldn't I buy him an oil) 
royalty, costing $700 to $800, | 
that would produce about $40) 
to $50 a month for him?’ 

“T said: ‘You better talk to 
Matt about that.’” 

Evans, chairman of the exec- | 
utive committee of Radio Sta- 
tion KCMO in Kansas City, said 
a short time later he had a talk | 
in Washington with Connelly, 
whom he had known since 1941 
or 1942. 

“Connelly asked: ‘What do 
you know about this oil royalty 
Schwimmer wants to sell me?’’

More effective use of the execu- 
tive budget powers in the Mis- 
sour! Constitution and laws, to 
insure better control of mount- 
ing expenditures of the state 
government. was urged bv the 
Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey in a state budget study 
report made public today 

The agency, a privately sup- 
ported fact-finding organization 
concerned with public expendi- 
tures, declared budget powers 
available to the state—but not 
always used—would “contribute 
more than any other step to 
efficient. economical and ade- 
quate state government § in 
Missouri.” 

“Unless Missouri gives more 
attention to the long neglected 
but vital function of budget- 
ing.” the report said, “the 
state will pay more than neces- 
sary for many services while 
others are woefully neglected, 
and its citizens labor under an 
unnecessarily high tax burden.” 

The report noted state pguv- 
ernmental expenditures author- 
ized for the current 1955-1957 
biennial period exceed $800,- 
000,000, a new high. This total 
it was said, does not include 


any proposed expenditures 
from the $75,000,000 building 
bond issue for state penal, 


eleemosynary and higher educa- 
tional institutions, 
thorized by the Legislature in 
special session. 
Budgets Not Heeded. 

Missouri’s constitution gives 
the Governor extensive veto 
powers to reduce appropriations 
after they have been voted by 
the Legislature, it was said, but 
“as a result of ineffective use 
of the executive budget process, 
Covernors’ budgets are often 
little heeded by state agencies 
or the Legislature.’ 


The survey report pointed 
out that after the Governor 
submits his budget recom- 


mendations to the Legislature, | 
specifying what he deems nec- 
essary for operation of all 
agencies of the state govern- 
ment, some of the department 
heads appear before commit- 
tees to ask for more than the 
Governor reeommended, “with 
little regard for keeping within 
the revenue pattern he has 
recommended.” 

This practice, combined with 
legislative lack of heed to the 
Governor's recommendations, 
resulted in legislative appro- 
priations for 1955-1957 which 
were $23,000,000 in excess of 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly’s gen- 
eral revenue appropriation rec- 
ommendatéons, and anticipated 
current revenues by about the 
same amount, it was said. 

“Had the budget been prop- 
erly prepared and the budget 
process functioned as it is gen- 
erally contemplated that it 
should,” the report continued. 
“it would have been expected 
that the Governor would have 
brought the budget approxi- 
mately into the balanced con- 
dition he _ originally recom- 
mended, by use of his veto 
powers. 

“Of the $23,000,000 over- 
appropriation, however, only 
$315,000 was vetoed.” 

Other Recommendations. 

Recommendations offered by 
the Public Expenditure Survey | 
for better budgeting, included: | 

A larger more adequate | 
budget staff than the present 
four or five employes. 

Placing in the budget re- 
port all governmental expen- 

ditures, irrespective of source 
or whether they must be ap- 
propriated. 

Adoption of a budget for 
capital outlays, more accurate 
estimates of state revenue, 

and more comprehensive and 
clear budget messages. 

Termination of the practice 
of department heads going 

over the Governor's head to 
ask the Legislature for ap- 
propriations greater than he 
recommended, and more ex- 
tensive use of the Governor's 
veto power when necessary to

The two reductions, in Jan- 
uary and June 1954, lowered 
Budweiser prices to those of so- 
called “popular - price” . beers.

Board of Public Service 
Wants Action on 
Downtown Garages, 
Lot in Baden. 


The Board of Public Service 
today urged an early staxt on 
three of the projects proposed 
in last month’s report of the 
Off-Street Parking Commission 

Approving “in principle” the 
commission's report, the board 
singled out for early attention 
proposals to erect two down- 
town parking garages and a 
parking lot in the Baden busi- 
ness district The commission 
also had recommended parking 
lots for the Cherokee and 
Wellston shopping centers 

As proposed by the commis- 
sion, one garage would be lo- 
cated in the block bounded by 
Eighth and Ninth streets. Del- 
mar boulevard and Lucas ave- 
nue. The other would take up 
the entire block bounded by 
Broadway. Sixth, Chestnut and 
Pine streets 

soth structures would be five 
stories above ground with a half 
story below street level. The 
first garage would accommodate 
642 automobiles while the sec- 
ond would house 823 machines 
Both would cost an estimated 
total of $4,530,000 

Because income from the fa- 
cilities would not be sufficient 
to meet finance charges, the 
commission suggested that mer- 
chants who would be benefited 
by the improved parking pur- 
chase up to $1,000,000 of the in- 
come bonds proposed to. finance 
the program. 

Contracts for architectural 
and engineering services in pre- 
paring plans for the new health 
center at Jefferson and Cass 
totaling $28,100, were 
awarded by the board. 

A $19,500 contract for archi- 
tectural plans went to Marcel 
Boulicault. Another contract for 
$2400 in connection with the 
structural plans and specifica- 
tions was awarded to the con- 
sulting firm of Milligan & 
Miklas while the firm of Toens- 
feldt & Horch was given the 
preparation of mechanical and 
electrical plans and specifica- 
tions in the amount of $6200. 

Estimated cost of the 1955 
bond issue project is $630,000.

Wide Range of Subjects. 

The conversation dealt with 
much more than the disarma- 
ment question. Stassen appar- 
ently initiated the wider range 
of questions by observing that 
it was not enough for the ma- 


jor nations to say that they 
were ruling out atomic war as 
an instrument of national 
policy 


In addition, he is reported to 
have said to the Soviet leaders. 
it was essential that the major 
powers should do everything 
possible to avoid provocative 
acts and to do what they could 


to try to settle questions that 
might conceivably lead to war. 
He mentioned, specifically, the 
disarmament question, the So- 


viet penetration in the Middle 
East, the Formosa question, and 
the division of Germany. 

Incidentally, the Soviets at 
that time were planning a ma- 
jor aerial demonstration with 
their long-range bombers in the 
May day celebrations in Mos- 
cow. When Khrushchev and 
Bulganin returned to Moscow, 
however, this was called off. 

It was in this conversation at 
Claridge’s that Stassen definite- 
ly got the impression that the 
Soviet leaders were planning a 
substantial cut in their armed 
forces, and he said so at the 
time. He got little satisfaction 
about the German question in 
general or on the German-Pol- 
ish boundary question, which 
was also discussed, but he did 
get the impression that, both on 
the disarmament and Middle 
Eastern questions, Khrushchev 
and Bulganin were in a mood 
to make some concessions.

day has been under discussion 
within the Administration. 
Three questions have been 
carefully explored: How could 
the United States be sure the 
Soviet cut was actually made? 


How were the men released from | 


the Soviet forces to be used—on 
peaceful projects or to increase 
the Soviet production of modern 
weapons? What, if anything, 
should the United States and 


the other western powers do to | 


react to the Soviet move? 

The general feeling here was 
that the United States should 
do everything that could safely 
be done to encourage the trend 
toward disarmament’ without 
upsetting the balance of power 
in the world. 

The Soviet announcement 
will be watched closely to see 
that it really represents some- 
,thing more than an adroit 
propaganda move. In particular, 
Washington will be watching to 
see whether the announcement 
is followed by any change in 
the present disposition of the 
Soviet forces. But if the an- 
nouncement proves to be gen- 
uine, the Administration will do 
what it can to demonstrate that 
this country is eager to make a 
safe contribution to the present 
trend toward limited armament 
‘Balance.’ 
The official view here is that, 
so long as a “safe balance” of 
forces is maintained between 
East. and West, the “balance” 
can be struck at a lower level 
than present. Washington is not 
thinking about total disarma- 
ment in the old pre-war sense, 


Lower Level 


but of “limited armament” at 
as low a level as can be 
achieved with safety. 

What the Government does 


not want to see is any limita- 
tion of armaments so severe 
that the Russians will achieve 
their objective of breaking up 
the NATO structure for the 
defense of Western Europe. 
This, it is realized; is one of the 
major dangers in the present 
situation; that the Russian an- 
nouncement, combined with the 
desire in the Western European 
countries to reduce military ex- 
penditures, might result in the 
gradual disintegration of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion defenses. 

Accordingly, the reaction here 
is one of restrained optimism. 
Washington is determined to 
maintain its “capacity for mas- 
sive retaliation,” believing that 
the maintenance of an effec- 
tive air force is the greatest 
deterrent to a major war. But 


within this framework, the Ad-. 


ministration is prepared to con- 
sider cuts in the United States 
force levels, always provided 
that the Moscow performance 
proves to be as dramatic as 
the Moscow announcement.

Paving Off on Life 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your column “More for Your 
Money” in the Everyday Magazine, 
writer Lawrence Galton stated “On 
Insurance: How much life insurance 
you should have depends largely on 
your family’s needs in case you die.” 


_ Quite to the contrary, how much life 


insurance you should have depends 
on your family’s needs no matter 
what happens in case you die, live, 
quit, or become disabled. 

Once upon a time a man bought 
life insurance largely to provide a 
burial fund, to pay a few last bills 
and, if possible, to provide income 
for his widow and children. Now he 
invests in life insurance far more for 
its living values than for a death 
benefit. He buys savings as well as 
protection; he counts on cash values 
for educating his children, or start- 
ing a business; and he is as much 
concerned about income for his fam- 
ily when he retires as when he dies. 

Strong indications that people are 
buying life insurance for its living 
values lie in benefit payments of all 
the companies for the last several 
years. The Institute of Life Insur- 
ance reports that for some time now 
benefit payments to policyholders 
have exceeded payments to bene- 
ficiaries. In 1954 the ratio was 58 
to 42 and it is expected to be higher 
for 1955. In our particular company, 
General American, in 1955 the ratio 
was 63 to 37. 

Payments to living policyholders 
in 1954 were up 14 per cent over 
1953 and death benefit payments 
were up only 4 per cent over the 
preceeding year. Payments for liv- 
ing values included matured endow- 


ments, disability payments, annuity 
payments, surrender values, and 
dividends.

It is well known that the activities 
of this committee have been con- 
demned by many outstanding Amer- 
ieans, starting with Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. 

The evil consequences of the work 
of this committee and others of its 
kind are very well expressed by Prof. 
Robert K. Carr, Joel Professor of 
Law and Political Science at Dart- 
mouth College, in his pamphlet, “The 
Constitution and Congressional In- 
vestigating Committees.” 

As he noted, these committees 
have helped instill a fear of subver- 
sion in many Americans that has led 
in turn to a powerful distrust of all 
unorthodox ideas and unconventional 
people in private as well as public 
life. It is important not to exagger- 
ate this danger. 

America’s free marketplace of 
thought and expression has probably 
not been seriously damaged up to 
now. But there can be no denying 
the fact that there is abroad in the 
land a frightening spirit of vigilante- 
ism that is potentially very danger- 
ous. Large numbers of Americans 
have been persuaded that their na- 
tion’s social structure is honey- 
combed with subversion and that 
many of their fellow citizens are dis- 
loyal. 

Americans are constantly bom- 
barded with such assertions as: “The 
State Department is a nest of spies 
and perverts.” “The Protestant clergy 
is riddled with Communists.” “The 
teaching profession is full of sub- 
versives who hide behind the Fifth 
Amendment.” 

All too frequently these charges 
originate with a congressional com- 
mittee, or a member thereof, and are 
thus dignified to a point where they 
are believed.

He wants to abolish the 
income tax. Do you think that by 
ignoring the tax it will go away? 
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Undermining Trade Policy 


If Congress were to vote on a straight issue of 
whether or not to abandon the reciprocal trade 
agreements policy this country has followed for 
20 years, the decision undoubtedly would be 
No. That policy has been weakened somewhat 
by ill advised restrictions on the negotiation of 
trade pacts, but by and large it has broad sup- 


port, af witnessed by periodic renewals of the — 


basic enabling act. 

It is perfectly possible, however, for the prin- 
ciples of a liberal foreign trade policy to be 
eaten away by indirection, and this is what may 
be happening at this moment. 

Over the objection of six Republicans, the 
House Ways and Means Committee has favor- 
ably reported the bill to authorize American 
membership in the Organization for Trade Co 
operation. But the bill is stalled in the Rules 
Committee, and whether it will get to the floor 
may depend on a poll now being taken of Con- 
gressmen in both parties. 

Should the poll indicate lack of interest in 
the bill, it would be dead for this session and a 
serious blow would have been struck against 
the reciprocal trade policy which our country 
originated and which we have urged so many 
other countries to adopt. 

OTC is the administrative arm of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, under which 
free nations periodically get together to negoti- 
ate as a group for reciprocal concessions on 
tariffs or other trade barriers. Protectionists 
like to picture such sessions as “giveaways” of 
American interests, but in fact every reduction 
of an American tariff rate is accompanied by 
concessions from some other countries which 
benefit our exports. 

A delegation of business leaders, headed by 
Elliott V. Bell, recently visited the current GATT 
negotiating session at Geneva, and reported to 
President Eisenhower that the American repre- 
sentatives were “bargaining in what seemed to 
us to be the best Yankee tradition—they in- 
sisted on obtaining concessions of full value for 
each concession made by the United States.” 
The delegation added that failure of Congress 
to approve OTC would “cause great dismay and 
disappointment” among GATT members who 
look to American leadership for a steady expan- 
sion of international trade. 

OTC ought to be approved. Approval will not 
in any respect change the basic authority to ne- 
gotiate trade pacts which Congress has already 
granted; but disapproval will cause many trad- 
ing nations to fear a future curtailment of this 
authority. The result can only be to restrain and 
hamper trade negotiations. 

This would suit the protectionists fine, but 
Congress should refuse to play their game. 
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The 250-Lb. Question 


The way of a man with a mishap isn’t as sim- 
ple as William Schauer, 250 lbs., of Detroit, 
would have himself believe. Mr. Schauer had 
been dieting to lose weight up until last Satur- 
day’s tornado. At that time Mr. Schauer’s ga- 
rage blew away but Mr. Schauer did not. He 
attributes his superior performance to his 
weight, which he thinks is what kept him but- 
toned down. He has therefore changed his mind 
and intends to retain every pound, just in case 
of another tornado. 

We have heard many excuses for the scuttling 
of diets in our time. Stephen Leacock once re- 
marked that a Scotsman never takes a drink 
except for some good reason—such as that he 
is going out into the weather, or coming in out 
of the weather. Reasons for abandoning diets 
are as varied and as readily reversible. 

In the case of the 250-pound Mr. Schauer, 
there would seem to be one small point he has 
overlooked. Next time, his problem may not be 
staying put in a windstorm. What will be his 
attitude toward dieting if his mishap is, say, fall- 
ing out of a boat? 
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Fishing in the Shadows 

He was baptized William Price Elmer but not 
only down in Salem but throughout Missouri and 
during that term in Congress he was just plain 
Bill Elmer. They trusted him as few lawyers 
are trusted in the Ozarks or anywhere else. He 
began a diary when he was 21, and he always 
expected it would help him win a case some day 
as the almanac helped Abe Lincoln save a 
man’s life because it showed there was no moon 
on a night when a witness said he had seen the 
defendant making off from the scene of a crime. 
But the time came when another lawyer used 
the diary. The other lawyer needed some fair 
weather for his case, so he borrowed the Elmer 
diary for that year. Yet when the entry read 
“rained all day,” the lawyer accepted it as final. 
There couldn't be better proof, he said, than how 
Bill Elmer wrote it down. 

Bill Elmer was Charles U. Becker’s campaign 
manager years ago and a lot of Missourians gave 
G.O.P. politician Charlie Becker hail Columbia, 
and with plenty cause. Bill Elmer was against 
that new-fangled court plan; he was against 
lend-lease or whatever it was; as long ago as 
1943 he was for Everett Dirksen as a ‘dark 
horse” candidate for President. But he was for 
the Current river, first, last a always, and 
anybody who did as much as he to protect that 
beautiful Missouri stream had a mighty lot of 
good in him. 

Of all the pictures on Bill’s office wall, his 
favorite showed that famous float trip back 
in 1909 when Herbert S. Hadley was Governor. 
The expeditionary party of officials from Jeffer- 
son City arrived by wagon train at Welch's cave, 
near Cedar Grove, where they boarded john 
boats built for the grand occasion. The float 
took three days, with two nights of camping en 
route to Round Spring. Bill Elmer, already a 
fellow to watch at Salem, helped to organize it 
all and was a leader of the exploration. 

For nearly a half century he opposed power 
dams on the Current and every other selfish 
scheme to ruin this magnificent Missouri asset. 
Now he has crossed over to the shadows of the 
other bank. But for a long time to come he will 
be there with rod and pole, drifting through the 
dark pools or around the bend, or sitting by an 
evening fire, and remembering that float of 
1909 when the autumn leaves were red and yel- 
low and brown and the water made music on 
the rocks.

In Honor of Our Defenders 

Upon. the 3,000,000 men in our Army, Navy 
and Air Force the safety of this nation largely 
depends. The ceremonies being held during 
Armed Forces Week throughout the country 
should serve to call the attention of all to what 
these men are doing. 

They are in many foreign lands as well as in 
the United States since national policy dictates 


that the defense of this country in this age’ 


might well begin thousands of miles away. The 
chances are that there would be no time to 
spring to arms as there was after Pearl Harbor. 

That is why there are men scattered from iso- 
lated radar stations in the frozen North to swel- 


tering air bases in North Africa. Some of these 
men are professional military men whose re 
wards are few and others are draftees or youths 
seeking to pay their two-year obligation to their 
country. Those of us who are going about our 
civilian occupations might take a moment to 
think of the service men guarding our security 
in these uncertain times. 
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Not Too Much Too Soon 
Senator George has indicated his willingness 
to begin to act now in “an official capacity” as 
President Eisenhower's personal representative 
in NATO matters. The veteran Georgia Demo- 
crat says that he would be willing to meet with 
NATO's “three wise men” if they come to the 
United States for conferences on the expansion 
of NATO. 

The desirability of this activity on the part of 
Senator George would depend altogether on how 
much of it there was and how it was carried 
out. We have commended the President on ob- 
taining the services of Senator George and we 
have expressed the hope that the Senator may 
help his country and the cause of peace in this 
assignment. 

But a first consideration must be the fact 
that Senator George is chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. This is probably 
the most important committee in the Senate at 
this time. If its chairman can meet the NATO 
representatives in Washington informally and 
not involve the future conduct of his committee, 
well and good. 

Currently the committee lacks one of its re- 
cent senior Democratic members, the late Alben 
W. Barkley of Kentucky. This is another reason 
for Senator George not to attempt too much on 
behalf of the White Housé post which really does 
not become effective until next year when 
the George term expires. 

In this connection, Stewart Alsop, so it seems 
to us, makes more of the George appointment 
as an Eisenhower political stroke than the facts 
justify. As evidence of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s devotion to bipartisanship in foreign 
affairs, it comes mighty late indeed. After all it 
is three and a half years since Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower was inaugurated. The closer orientation 
by far is the rapidly approaching election, now 
only some five months away. 

If the Eisenhower Administration wanted to 
employ Democrats in foreign affairs on merit, as 
the Roosevelt and Truman administrations em- 
ployed Republicans (John Foster Dulles and 
Paul G. Hoffman, for example), it might have 
done so beginning early in 1953. 

The George appointment to NATO is more 
accurately a reward for the Georgian’s yeoman 
work in the Senate for Administration foreign 
policies, including his all-out support of the Far 
East military policy resolution. It is also a per- 
sonal kindness to a venerable member of the 
Senate who, so it is apparent, faced almost cer- 
tain defeat had he persisted in running against 
the challenger, former Gov. Herman Talmadge. 

One swallow does not make a summer. It will 
take more-than the George appointment to im- 
press citizens who contrast current and past 
policies. 
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New African Trouble for France 

Machine-gun raids into the Tunisian capital 
city of Tunis, one of them directed at the offices 
of the ruling Neo-Destour party, give France 
further cause for worry about North Africa. The 
raids came shortly after Premier Habib Bour- 
guiba broke off talks with French officials late 
last week. They are indications of resentment 
not only against France, but also against the man 
who has been trying to plot the future of free 
Tunisia in limited co-operation with the French. 

Tunisia’s independence, the result of talks 
started by Mendes-France, was formally pro- 
claimed on March 20. Paris made certain mili- 
tary and diplomatic reservations for further dis- 
cussion, But many Tunisians have been insisting 
that there can be no strings to independence. 
Extremists took to guerrilla warfare and now 
have dashed into Tunis itself. 

This turn of events, more or less duplicated 
in Morocco which also was given independence, 
is largely due to failure to achieve any kind of 
a settlement in Algeria. As long as violence 
continues there, anti-French feeling among its 
Arab neighbors is bound to run high, feeding 
agitators’ talk of an all-Arab commonwealth 
stretching across the top of Africa. 

Bourguiba is a moderate who appreciates the 
French market for North African produce and 
the political advantages of voluntary associa- 
tion with Paris. But the longer thé Algerian 
struggle keeps Arab sentiments inflamed, the 
more difficult it becomes for him to counsel 
moderation. 

It is easy enough to understand that a French 
government cannot completely abandon French 
citizens and their investments in North Africa. 
But the French made almost no concessions 
before violence broke out. Now they insist that 
nothing can be done so long as violence continues. 
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No Shoo-in in Oregon 

Americans who live far from the green hills 
and shores of Oregon may consider that former 
Secretary of Interior Douglas McKay is a shoo- 
in for the Republican nomination for Senator 
in this Friday’s primary, but then will face a 
stiff election test with Senator Wayne Morse. 
The fact is that Mr. McKay faces a fight in his 
own party. 

His opponent in the senatorial primary is a 
business man and educator, Philip S. Hitchcock. 
Mr. Hitchcock once was a Morse campaign aid 
when the veteran Senator was a Repubticen him- 
self. “I didn't leave him; he left me,” Mr. Hitch- 
cock said of Senator Morse, and joined Mr. Me- 
Kay in attacking the Democrat. 

But Mr. Hitchcock was already engaged in the 
primary campaign when Mr. McKay suddenly 
gave up his Cabinet post aud committed himself, 
expecting an easy race. Mr. Hitchcock refused 
to roll over and play dead. He stepped up his 
campaigning, flying his own airplane to see the 
voters. He identified himself as a “liberal” Re- 
publican, which Mr. McKay had~been considered 
to be when he was Governor. 

Finally, Mr. Hitchcock challenged the former 
Interior Secretary just where Senator Morse 
had expected to challenge him, and where it 
might hurt most. In conservation-conscious Ore- 
gon, he began to attack Mr. McKay’s record as 
champion of private power development in Hell’s 
Canyon and of the Al Sarena mining-timber 
claim. He came out for big government dams. 
He criticized the McKay “partnership” idea 
which is associated with the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. 

With strong Administration support, Mr. Me- 
Kay still must be considered the front runner 
in Oregon’s party contest Friday. But he cannot 
win without a fight. If he wins, Oregonians will 
have heard only the opening guns of the politi- 
cal assault on the McKay power program. 
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When the English poet wrote about April 


weeping golden tears he was teally describing 
this wonderful May rain in thirsty Missouri.

There can be no lasting freedom in 
America unless there is peace in the 
world. And there will be peace in the 
world only when we here in America 
prove that freedom means what we say 
it means. 

We must show that freedom is the 
servant of the poor as well as the rich 
—for most of the world is poor; that it 
protects change—for most of the world 
is in revolution; that it is color-blind— 
for humanity knows no color lines. 

We must prove 
that freedom con- 
tains that full meas- 
ure of justice with- 
out which it could 
be freedom for the 
strong to oppress 
the weak. 

I see freedom in 
the world today as 
the great life-giving 
river of which 
America is the 
source. It will be 
whatever we are, 
not more not less. 
So if we hope to 
make the  prin- 
ciples of freedom meaningful in the 
world, we must first make sure they 
have mighty meaning for ourselves. 
We must—in our land, our own com- 
munities, and in our own hearts — 
live up to the values of individual free- 
dom and individual right which are 
the basis of our American society. 

Yet we must do this not just because 
it may exalt our leadership in the 
world, but, above all, for the sake of 
these values themselves—the values 
which give life and power to the great 
experiment in self-government to which 
we as a people have been so long com- 
mitted, and to which so many others 
in Asia and Africa now urgently aspire. 

Our task is all the harder and the 
purity of our example all the more im- 
portant because these peoples know lit- 
tle about these values of individual 
freedom and rights which lie at the root 
of free society and national independ- 
ence. The achievement of equal rights 
for all American citizens is the great 
unfinished business before the United 
States. 

This would be just as much the case 
had there been no Supreme Court deci- 
sion on desegregation in the public 
schools. That decision was simply an 
expression of our steady movement 


E Stevenson 
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toward genuine equality for all before 
the law; it expressed in a new field 
the old principle that the American 
heritage of liberty and opportunity is 
not to be confined to men, women and 
children of a single race, a single re- 
ligion or a single color. 

Yet the Supreme Court decision re- 
quires social change in some areas of 
our country, and all social change cre- 
ates massive problems of adjustment. 
The Supreme Court wisely left it to 
the District Courts to determine the 
measures of good-faith progress. 


There remains, however, the abiding 
responsibility of the Executive branch 
of the Government to do its part in 
meeting this most fateful internal prob- 
lem and the rising tensions that have 
followed in its train. 


The presidency is, above all, a place 
of moral leadership. Yet in these 
months of crucial importance no leader- 
ship has been provided. The immense 
prestige and influence of the office has 
been withheld from those who honestly 
seek to carry out the law in gathering 
storm and against rising resistance. 

Refusing to rise to this great moral 
and constitutional crisis, the Admin- 
istration has hardly even acknowledged 
its gravity. It is the sworn responsibili- 
ty of the President of this nation to 
carry out the law of the land. 


And I would point out that this office 
is the one office in the democracy, apart 
from the courts, where the man who 
fills it represents all the people. Those 
in the Congress bear particular respon- 
sibilities to the citizens of the states 
they represent, and on what is in some 
ways a regional problem their views 
are naturally divided. 

Not so of the presidency. Where the 
nation is divided, there is special de- 
mand on him to unite and lead the 
people toward the common goal. 


As President, if that were my privi- 
lege, I would work ceaselessly and with 
a sense of crucial urgency—with pub- 
lic officials, private groups and educa- 
tors—to meet this challenge in our life 
as a nation and this threat to our na- 
tional reputation. 

I would act in the knowledge that 
law and order is the Executive’s respon- 
sibility; and I would and will act, too, 
I pray, in the conviction that to play 
politics with the court's decision and 
the basic rights of citizens and human 
beings is wicked.

Her Luxury Safari 


NYLON SAFARI, by Rehna Cloete. (Houghton 
Miflin. 276 pgs., $3.50.) 

There are safaris and safaris, but 
Mrs. Cloete, on a_ three-week trek 


through Africa with her celebrated au- 
thor husband and a “white hunter,” 
surely had a safari to end all safaris! 
Her husband had promised her an ex- 
travagant present. She hoped for a 
small diamond from the Kimberly 
mines, but wound up with a trip 
through Nairobi and Tanganyika. The 
mosquito and the rhino became her in- 
timates. Both were annoying in their 
way. The camera 
and the insect 
spray were her 
weapons! 

The Cloetes’s trip 
was described as a 
ljuxury safari. They 
traveled with 
trucks, dining tent, 
portable bath, and 
battery run _ice- 
boxes! Nothing, 
however, ever 
worked. Whenever 
she made what she 
considered a wise, 
womanly sugges- 
tion toward com- 
fort, she had the “white hunter's code” 
flung at her. She did manage, at water 
holes, to rinse out her nylon underwear. 
and in spite of herself saw her quota 


of wildebeest and zebra and lions. In 
fact the reader has a sneaking suspi- 
cion that she did enjoy herself 

This book is good fun, and enjovable

She ribs everything 
about it. Her sense of humor is acute. 
In addition, as a layman, as a displaced 
person on safari, she has a keen percep- 
tion of the wonders and the wilderness 
that she saw. Once they made perma- 
nent camp, and she did get a bath, she 
realized that finally “we were some- 
where that had a name—a tiny pin- 
point on the enormous map of Africa.” 
And she conveys to the reader a sense 
of awe and wonder that a professional 
“white hunter” himself could never 
give!

Revenge Not the Answer 


THE DOMINANT NOTE. by Victor White. (RBobbs 
Merrill, 314 pgs. $3.95.) 
In this fourth of four novels. Peter 


Domanig, sufficiently self-made at 27 ta 
retire, settles down to what has alwavs 
been the ultimate business of his life, 
revenge upon his father for-not marry- 
ing his mother and for leaving him to 
struggle through his youth with none- 
too-sympathetic relatives in the bitter 
poverty of post-World War I Austria 

He finds his father, a painter of lim- 
ited talents and limited success, in 
Santa Fe. He finds his revenge in let- 
ting himself be seduced by his father’s 
girl-friend, and in coming to under- 
stand the source of his father’s artistie 
inadequacy. But he fails to find in 
these accomplishments the anticipated 
comfort and satisfaction. 


Instead he discovers inadequacies of 
his own, uncomfortably similiar to those 
of his father, and he finally recognizes 
that both of them are not far from typi- 
cal of their times. Eventually Peter 
finds his own salvation and incidentally 
his father’s, in true love, the good 
earth and personalized philanthropy. 

The picture of the Santa Fe artists’ 
colony ofthe twenties is, to be blatant- 
ly paradoxical, sympathetically devas- 
tating. The analysis of Peter’s strug- 
gle against giving up his hatred of his 
father is keen and convincing. But the 
attempt to translate Peter’s problems 
into the plight of modern man never 
seems quite realistic. 

“Love thy neighbor” is a numerically 
greater chore than it used to be; the 
good earth has been buried on mechan- 
ized farms and blanketed pretty deep in 
suburbia; even true love seems momen- 
tarily reduced to a purely personal ef- 
ficacy. One feels that, though Mr. 
White miay have solved the problems of 
the twenties, he has not made his solu- 


tion pertinent to the coming sixties.

Four of the 13 winning citi- 
zens candidates also were on 
the COPE slate, which meant 
that the contest was between 
the remaining nine citizens can-

Democratic - Republican coali- 
tion. 

On the basis of the average 
vote for the nine citizen candi- 
dates and the nine COPE can- 
didates, the politicians were 
able to carry only the Second, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Eighteenth and Nine- 
teenth Wards. 

Five of the eight wards won 
by the COPE slate, all of which 
are heavily Democratic, were 
among those led by the _ so- 
called “Big Twelve’ Democratic 
political leaders The other 
seven wards of the “Big Twelve 
lost to the citizens’ committee 
slate. These were the Third, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-second, Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-sixth 

Outlying wards, including the 
few which normally return Re- 
publican majorities, generally 
voted overwhelmingly: for the 
citizens’ committee siate 

Some of the cilizens commit- 
tee candidates actually carried 
several of the eight wards cred- 
ited to the COPE slate on the 
basis of the average vote. This 
was true in the Eighth ward, 
in which four citizen candidates 
carried the ward although the 
average vote showed the COPE 
slate slightly ahead. VLeader in 
this ward is Magistrate Anton, 
Sestric, Democratic committee- 
man 

The Fourth ward, led by City 
Treasurer John J. Dwyer, chair- 
man of the Democratic City 
Committee, supported a ma)j)or- 
ity of the COPE candidates by 
a narrow 1541-to-1242 vote av- 
erage.

ARMY BOARD VOIDS

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) 
-—The Army said yesterday a 
review board has ordered dis- 
missal of charges against Sgt. 
James C. Gallagher, found 
guilty of killing two fellow 
American soldiers in a Chinese 


Communist prison camp in 
Korea. 
The three-man review board 


held that the court-martial, by 
which the 24-year-old Brooklyn 
sergeant was convicted, lacked 
jurisdiction. 

Gallagher was sentenced Aug. 
19, 1955, following a court-mar- 
tial at Governors Island, N.Y., 
to life imprisonment, dishonor- 
able discharge, and forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances. 

He was convicted of throwing 
two fellow prisoners of war 
Cpl. John W. Jones of Detroit 
and Cpl, Donald T. Baxter of 
Waukon, Iowa, out of a prison 
hut and leaving them to die in 
sub-zero temperatures 

The court also found him 
guilty of collaborating with the 
Chinese Reds, mistreating fel- 
Jow prisoners and informing on 
them 

The review board found that 
Gallagher was discharged after 
his enlistment expired Oct. 27. 
1953. He re-enlisted the follow- 
ing day, but the review board 
said this constituted a break in 
his service, and there were no 
grounds for bringing charges 
against him on a prior enlist- 
ment.

ls a Tale of 
Two Cities 


The early part of General 
Motors Research Staff history 
is a tale of two cities, both fa- 
mous in the engineering world, | 
Detroit and Dayton. 


Oldest organization of its 
kind, Research Staff is the larg- 
est of four major general staff 
groups at General Motors Tech- 
nical Center. 


Informally and unofficially its’ 


origins go back to 1909 or 
thereabouts when Charles F. 


Kettering set up Dayton Engi- | 


neering Laboratories Company 


(Delco) for developing a battery | 


ignition system. 


Several automotive companies | 


adopted the system: Through 
licensing arrangements its man- 
ufacture was farmed out to an- 


other company. Thereupon Ket- | 


tering’s “barn loft” gang of en- 
gZineers and mechanics under- 
took a new job—development 
of the first successful electric 
self-starter for automobiles. 
Kettering’s original idea was 
to have his company concen- 
trate on new motorcar develop- 


ments and leave manufacturing, | 


production and sales problems 
to other firms through licensing 
arrangements, as had been done 


with the battery ignition system. | 


However, this idea was side- 
tracked for awhile in 1911. In 
that year the self-starter passed 
its tests and Cadillac accepted 
it for the 1912 model. Because 
of certain construction features, 
Kettering’s company had to take 
over its manufacture and as- 
sembly. 

Forms Central Laboratory 

Meanwhile, at Detroit in 1911 
General Motors Company 
formed a central testing labora- 
tory and recruited engineers to 
serve as general staffers. These 
men were attached to no par-

gey (retired) and Harry R. 
Wolf.

drying lacquers; 
which paved the way for to- 
day’s engine oil specifications, 
and mechanical refrigeration 
which produced Freon for 
household refrigeration and air 
conditioning systems. 
Delco Joins GM. 

Officially, Kettering’s re- 
search group was attached to 
General Motors in 1918 when 
United Motors became part of 
GM. United Motors was a min- 
jature GM of the parts and 
accessories business. It included 
Delco, Remy Electric, Kiaxon, 
Harrison Radiator, Jaxon Steel 
Products, Hyatt Roller Bearing, 
New Departure and United 
Motors Service. 

By 1920, Kettering’s research- 
ers were established as General 
Motors Research Corporation at 
Moraine City, near Dayton. Five 
vears later they were lodged 
in the General Motors Building 
Annex, now occupied by Chev- 
rolet Motor Division's Central 

ffice. 

“_ this point the Dayton 
group was merged with the 
Central Testing Laboratory and 
general staff General Motors 
had formed in 1911. The new 
combination was known as Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation, Re- 
search Laboratories, and it was 
considered a staff section of 
General Motors. 

As research activities © ex- 
panded, the annex was outgrown 
and in 1929 the laboratories 
moved across the street into a

McCuen had served pre- 
viously as general manager of 
Oldsmobile Division and Gen- | 
eral Motors vice president in 
charge of engineering staff.-He 
held the latter post mainly dur- | 
ing the World War II years, | 
heading G.M.’s tremendous en- | 
gineering efforts in developing 
ordnance vehicles. 

McCuen guided research staff 
through one of its greatest ex- 
pansions, from a 1947 roster of 
576 employes to more than 
1250 in 1955. 

He retired in 1955 and was 
succeeded by Dr. Lawrence R. 
Hafstad, one of the country’s 
leading physicists in the nu- 
clear energy field. He previous- 
ly had headed the Applied 
Physics Laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins and the Johns Hopkins 
Institute for Co-operative Re- 
search.

Dale Groom, M.D., assistant 
professor of medicine at the

The Surfagage had been pro- 
duced by Research Staff’s Me- 
chanical Development depart- 
ment to measure surface finish 
of machined parts in millionths 
of an inch.

When combined with part of 
the stethoscope, it enabled doc- 
tors to amplify low frequency 
heart sounds so they could be 
reproduced visually. 

Long range effects of this 
new medical research too] re- 
mains to be assessed, because 
medical men need years to 
gather more information about 
the heart’s behavior as reflect- | 
ed in its inaudible vibrations. 
At any rate, it is already pro- 
ducing new medical knowledge. 

Small Signals are Amplified. 

Indeed, amplification of ex- 


tremely minute electrical sig- | 


tials—less than one millionth as 
strong as voltage for lighting a 
small flashlight—opened the 
way for another medical record- 
ing device, a reliable oxyhemo- 
graph. 

This device is used to meas- 
ure oxygen content of blood, 
extremely important to a pa- 
tlent under anesthetic :during 
Surgery. Any sharp decline in 
the blood’s oxygen content ac- 
tually endangers a patient’s life, 
and an anesthetist must always 
be ready during surgery to ad- 
minister oxygen, 

Ordinarily, an anesthetist de- 
pends on a patient’s pulse, res- 
piration or blood pressure to 
gauge whether oxygen is insuf- 
ficient, but such _ indications 
usually are hampered by a time 
lag. 
About 10 years ago GM Re- 
search Staff men developed a 
so-called contact-modulated am- 
plifier.

Although research tools and 
tactics have progressed remark- 
ably since 1911, G.M. research 
strategy is the same now as it 
was then, The strategy, simply 
stated, is: 
you are going to be doing to- 
morrow... ;” 


In a sense, industrial research | 


is akin to petroleum wildcatting. 
A petroleum engineer has to 
test drill many beguiling rock 
formations before he brings in 


a gusher from an underground | 
Or he may bring in 


oil pool. 
many small producers before a 
gusher erupts. 

Similarly, an industrial re- 
searcher may fail more often 
than he succeeds. Frequently, 
while working with new ideas 
or new applications of old con- 
cepts, he is beset by a‘‘facto 
of ignorance.” He finds himself 
at a point of no return where 
knowledge and data leave off 
and faith begins. 

Even so, a research failure 
ean be just as profitable as a 
spectacular success. Some re- 


search failures have warned 


G.M. management what not to 
do. Such wisdom has an ines- 
timable price. 

Also, a number of laboratory 
flops inadvertently revealed 
clues that contributed to the 
success of a new product, pro- 
cess or development. 
Independence and Imagination. 

One of Kettering’s early req- 
uisites was independence. He 
wanted researchers to research 
without immediate regard for 
production or product problems.

This does not imply a phi- 
losophy of ivory towerism. 
Plenty of Research Staff proj- 
ects relate directly to G.M.’s 
“line outfit” operations — the 
solving of divisional engineer- 
ing, production or service prob- 
lems. 

Yet one of its major missions 
is to search for new basic in- 
formation in areas that may ap- 
pear academic or abstruse, for 
what may turn up in these 
areas will have sometime, some- 
where or somehow an applica- 
tion to GM operations. In other 
words: “‘Pure science writes the 
alphabet of engineering.” 

Example: The apparently sim- 
ple phenomenon of rubbing 
metal surfaces is vitally im- 
portant to engineers. Virtually 
every mechanical device has 
gears, shafts, bearings, 


studies, 


bing together. 

Through long experience with 
bearings—some of it painful— 
engineers had learned what 
types of metals made the best 
bearing surfaces. By cut-and- 
try experiments they knew 
what materials would weld or 
stick—and fail—and what ma- 
terials would make durable 
bearing surfaces. 

But cut-and-try experience 
has limits. New bearing prob- 
lems constantly arise, especial- 
ly in this high compression and 
turbine jet era when bearings 
operate at greater speeds and 
withstand heavier loads than 
ever before. 

What engineers needed was 
a theory or formula to help 
them with upcoming problems 
so they could save time and ex- 
pense of cut-and-try. In short, 
it is not enough to know some- 
thing gvorks will or unwell. It 
is more important to know why. 

To find out, G.M. researchers 
experimented with 40 different 
elemental metals. Two general 
ground rules emerged. 

First, a good pair of bearing 
metals consists of those metals 
which have atomic sizes so dif- 
ferent that few junctions are 
formed between them when 
they are rubbed together. 

Second, it was found that a 
good pair of bearing metals 
occupy special positions on the 
periodic table, which groups all 
elements according to their 
chemical and physical charac- 
teristics.

More important is the fact that 
through technical publications 
the information was made avail- 
able to all industry for free. 

Inquiring Mind at Work. 

Such a project personified 
the “inquiring mind” at work, 
and the same type of funda- 
mental researching extends to 
many other fields for the bene- 
fit of industry everywhere. 

Example: For the past 35 
years, since the early 1920s 
when G.M. developed tetra- 
ethyl lead as an anti-knock 
agent for auto and aircraft 
fuels, engine combustion and 
fuel studies have been in prog- 
ress—and still are. 

Out of this came new knowl- 
edge about the molecular struc- 
ture of fuels, the discovery 
that engine knock varied ac- 
cording to fuel molecule pat- 


terns. This fact, ardously and | 


painstakingly established, con- 
tributed to modern refining 
processes and the high octane 
gasoline now marketed by pe- | 
troleum companies. 

It accounts in no small meas- 
ure for present efficiency of 
modern automotive and air- 
craft engines. 

Example: Time was when se- 
lection of alloy steels for auto- 
motive parts was a rule-of- 
thumb process, more savvy 
than science. As far back as 
1937 Research Staff's Metal- 
lurgical Engineering Depart- 
ment developed the so-called 
hardenability test for steel. 

This transformed selection of 
steels for motorcar parts from 
an art to a science and gave 
metallurgists in every industry 
new knowledge about the func- 
tion of alloys in steels. 

Later this test permitted 
successful use of a whole Se- 
ries of low alloy steels that 
helped conserve strategic al- 
loys during World War II.

Four policemen were injured, 
none seriously, when automo- 
biles in which they were hurry- 
ing to the scene of a shooting 
collided at Fourteenth street 
and ‘St. Louis avenue last night.

Injured officers, all of the 
Penrose Street District, were 
Lt. Arthur Havey and Patrol- 
men Lawrence Warmann, Mar- 
tin Carbrey and William Fauss. 

Fauss and Carbrey were east- 
bound on St. Louis in a cruising 
patrol, with Fauss at the wheel, 
and Havey and Warmann were 


in a sedan, northbound on Four- | 


teenth with Warmann driving, 
when the collision occurred. 
Both machines had sirens sound- 
ing and lights flashing, the 
officers reported 

Warmann said that as he ap- 


proached St. Louis avenue he | 
was blocked by two other | 


northbound machines, which ap- 
parently had stopped on hear- 
ing the sirens, and he had to 
swerve around them. The se- 
dan turned on its side after the 
crash. The injured policemen 
were treated at City Hospital 
for bruises and contusions. 

Other officers who reached 
the shooting scene, in front of 
Utnage’s home, were told by 
Robert Burns, also a_ tuck- 
pointer, living around the cor- 
ner at 1105B Salisbury street, 
that Utnage had been shot by 
a third man who accosted 
Burns as he and Utnage were 
talking. 

Burns said the man, whom he 
did not know, pointed a snub- 
nosed revolver at him and de- 
manded repayment “of the 
money you owe me.” 


Burns said he replied that | 


the man was mistaken, that he 
owed him nothing. Burns then 
knocked the stranger down and 
they struggled on the sidewalk 
as Burns tried to seize the 
weapon. However, the man 
freed himself, fired two shots 
and walked west on Salisbury. 

It was then that Burns no- 
ticed Utnage had been shot. Ut- 
mage was unable to make a 
statement. Burns’s account of 
the shooting was corroborated 
by witnesses. 


CONVICT SINCE 
1910 WRITES OWN 
WRIT, IS RELEASED 


CLINTON, Ill.. May 15 (AP) 
—An elderly convict with a 
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prison record in six states and 
three foreign countries dating 
to 1910 won his freedom yester- 
day on a writ of habeas corpus 
which he wrote himself. 

James P. Duty, 68 years old, 
said he was not “mad at any- 
one” after Circuit Court Judge 
Grover W. Watson upheld his 
writ and ordered him released 
from Menard Prison. 

Duty, who composed the writ 
himself and wrote it out in 
longhand, was sent to Menard 
nearly two years ago for parole 
violation, the third time in five 
years he had been returned to 
prison on the same charge. 

Warden Ross Randolph said 
Duty had claimed to be a law- 
yer but he said he doubted it 
“because he was in prison on 
and off again for the last 46 
years and wouldn’t have had 
time to go to law school.” 

Duty contended Illinois lost 
jurisdiction when he was pa- 
roled and voluntarily extradit- 
ed to Virginia in 1934 after 
serving five years of a one-year 
to life sentence for burglary 
and larceny. Duty was arrested 
in 1929 near Waynesville, IIl., 
while driving an allegedly stol- 
en Car. 

He was wanted in Virginia 
where he escaped from prison 
in 1919 after serving a year fol- 
lowing his conviction for bur- 
glary and larceny in Richmond. 


$15,034,634 GIVEN, PLEDGED 
IN WASHINGTON U, CAMPAIGN 


Washington in _University an- 
nounced today that a total of 
$15,034,634 had been given or 
pledged toward the first $20,- 
000,000 goal of its Second Cen- 
tury Development Program. 
The initial, three-year phase of 
the campaign will last another 
14 months. 

E. H, Hopkins, vice chancel- 
lor for university development, 
said 81 per cent of the goal in 
the leadership, trusts and foun- 
dation division had been ob- 
tained, for a total of $10,336,- 
225. Gifts and pledges from 
individuals totaled $2,039,042, 
or 79 per cent, and those from 
corporations totaled $2,659,367, 
or 56 per cent of the amount 
sought. 

The initial campaign is part 
of a 10-year program to raise 
$50,000,000 for increased fac- 
ulty salaries, scholarships and 
fellowships, increased endow- 
ment, a building program now 
under way, and current educa- 
tional expenditures. Of the 
amount obtained thus far, $2.- 
590,681 is for unrestricted gen- 
eral use and $1,895,317 for un- 
restricted endowment. ‘

BROOKLYN, May 15—Two.

“It's great to see so many 
players hitting,” said Hutchin- 


son, “but Ive been particularly 
pleased by our consistency on 
the attack and the club's ability 
to win without Stan Musial hit- 
ting.’ 

Hutch is aware that too often 
in the past the Cards went only 
as Musial did, meaning they 
lost when Stan the Man didn't 
hit. Right now, although he’s 
second only to Ken Boyer in 
homers, total bases and runs 
batted in, the veteran star is 
just sixth among Redbird regu- 
Jars with a 272 average. More- 
over, slumping, he’s had only 
one .single over a four-game 
period. By happy contrast to 
the dismal past@the club won 
three of those four games. 

As for the club's consistency 
while averaging six runs a 
game, the Cardinals in 22 starts 
have been. held to as few as 
two runs just twice and to three 
tallies only three times. Strik- 
ingly, though handicapped by 
uncertain pitching, the Red- 
birds have won three of those 
five low-run games and, in ad- 
dition, have split even in four 
contests in which they got four 
tallies. 


Cites Balance. 

“I believe a big factor in our 
attack is that we've had a bal- 
ance between basehits and the 
long ball, between the good bat- 
ting average and power, plus 
our speed,’ Hutchinson said, 
adding: 

“Cincinnati, for instance, has 
more sheer power than we have 
but there's a drawback about 
sluggers. They can be pitched 
to better than guys who go for 
the basehits. That's why a club 
like Cincinnati. for all its brute 
strength, can be held to one 
run in a doubleheader as Mil- 
waukee's good pitching showed 
Sunday. I'm glad we've got our 
power spotted through the bat- 
ting order.” 

The manager is disturbed 
only with Bill Virdon, who 
didn’t hit in spring training, 
either, is batting a bashful .200 
and seldom has tagged a ball 
hard.

Bar on Santee 


Upheld; A.A.U. 
Hit by Court & 


NEW YORK, May 15 (AP)— 


The State Supreme Court today 
upheld the Amateur Athletic 
Union's lifetime suspension of 
Wes. Santee, the country’s top 
miler and Olympic hope, but 
sharply criticized amateur offi- 
cials for fostering lax observ- 
ance of the rules 


Justice Walter A. Lynch, in 


handing down his judgment on 
the controversial case, said: 


“He (Santee) has eliminated 
himself as an amateur athlete,” 
the justice said, “but not with- 
out an assist from some of the 
guardians of amateur athletics.” 


Santee. whose 4:00.5 mile last 
vear was the fastest ever run by 
a United States .athlete, was 
suspended by the A.A.U. Feb. 19 


on charges of professionalism. 


The runner, a graduate of the 
University of connie who now 
ic an officer in the Marine 
Corps, was accused of taking 
money above allowable ex- 
penses to compete in certain 


meets. 


Santee fought the suspension 


on the grounds that the A .A.U. 


committee which barred him 
was without jurisdiction and 


that the A.A.U. had_ knowingly 


violated its rules in the cases Oi 


other athletes 
Justice Lynch added 


“From this unfortunate inci- 
dent some good may come to 
amateur athletics in the United 
States Promoters of amateur 
athletic meets should realize 
that while Santee has, by his 
eonduct. disqualified himself 
from amateur competition, the 
fault lies in no small part with 


them as a class. 


“The record shows that in 
their desire for larger gate re- 
ceipts, some promoters have 
sought to capitalize on the ath- 
letic. ability of such stars as 


Santee.” 


In upholding the A.A.U. sus- 
pension, the justice said that 
when Santee took out his mem- 
bership in the organization he 
agreed to abide by its rules and 
regulations. He said the miler 
not only had failed to do this 
but had made no pretense of 


having done so. 


The opinion noted that no- 
where in Santee’s pleadings was 
there any allegation that as a 
member of the A.A.U. he had 
duly abided by its laws and reg- 
ulations. The point was assidu- 
ously avoided in his appearance 
as a witness, the justice added

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Woman Movie Producer in Hollywood 


Whom She Discovered for Films, TV 


Helen Ainsworth: Has Own Company With Guy Madison,

HOLLYWOOD, May 15. 


NE of the few women ever 
Q) tackle the job of a film 

producer in Hollywood, a 
fast-talking individual with the 
proportions of Kate Smith and 
the imagination of a Cecil B. 
DeMille, Helen Ainsworth was 
once so broke that she took 
to borrowing century notes from 
a good-looking ex-gob named 
Robert Mosely. 

Miss Ainsworth, who comes 
of St. Louis forebears, cites the 
fact that she borrowed $100 
bills from Mosely instead of 
$5 or $10 at a time as a clue to 
the high cost of living in these 
parts. Mosely, also intermit- 
tently broke, borrowed back the 
$100 now and then. 

Mosely was fresh out of 

North Shore Island down San 
Diego way. Miss Ainsworth, 
then an actors’ agent, had seen 
his picture on the cover of a 
Navy magazine and sent word 
to him to come see her some 
time. He had been a telephone 
lineman before joining’ the 
service, and was rather hesitant 
and shy about Miss Ainsworth’s 
glib assurance that she could 
make him climb the Hollywood 
ladder instead of telegraph 
poles. 
* But Miss Ainsworth is per- 
suasive as well as persistent. 
Mosely became Guy Madison, 
and in due time Wild Bill 
Hickok in the popular television 
series of the same name. From 
the moment they met 14 years 
ago they’ve never had a written 
contract, and today they are 
partners in Romson Produc- 
tions, which will make six full- 
length movies as a starter, with 
Helen acting as associate pro- 
ducer for the first two and 
thereafter as full producer. 
Madison will star in four of the 
six, which will be distributed by 
Columbia Studios. 

Columbia knows Helen Ains- 
worth and her talents. She was 
associate producer for Colum- 
bia’s film, “Five Against the 
House.” Last September work 
was started on “Reprisal,” first 
of the half-dozen Romson 
flickers, and this summer they’ll 
launch the second, “The Twenty- 
seventh Day.” Net profits are 
split evenly with Columbia. 

How does Miss Ainsworth like 
being a producer and bossing 
the men around? 

“I’m running into the same 
problems women face in any 
business,” she says. “A gal has 
to work twice as hard for half 
the money doihg the same job 
as a man. But I’m not com- 
plaining. It’s a man’s world and 
it alway will be. The trouble 
with most females in business 
is that they’re too emotional 
about everything. It takes a 
lot of self-training and mental 
adjustment to face problems 
objectively. You have to forget 
you're a woman and work 
shoulder to shoulder with men. 

“That,” she added with a 
sigh, “is what I’ve done all my 
life, and it’s worked out pretty 
well. Néw, as a producer, I’m 
boss and so far I haven’t had 
any complaints from the men 
working for me. They don’t 
seem to mind having a woman 
over them running the show. 
In fact they go out of their way 
to be helpful to me. 

“That’s where the old male 
objectivity and impartiality 
come in handy. I'd much rather 
have men working for me than 
women. I guess most women 
executives would feel the same 
way about it. And I’m not try- 
ing to prove anything at all in 
the old battle of the sexes.” 

Intimacy with the theatrical 
world, at least as an active par- 
ticipant, was a wide departure 
and at first a shocking one for 
the Shumate family that pro- 
duced. Producer Ainsworth. 
Helen’s uncle was Dr. Thomas 
Shumate, who was born in St. 
Louis and practiced there for 
years before going to San Fran- 
cisco, where he owned 38 drug 
stores and became Police Com- 
missioner. Helen’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Albert Shumate, also 
onetime St, Louisans, moved to 
San Jose, where Helen was 
born, an only child, and where 
her father became superintend- 
ent of schools and later mem- 
ber cf a college textbook firm. 

Helen was sent to Mills Col- 
lege in Oakland, where she 
studied journalism; she had 
prepared for that vocation by 
going to Madam Plesse’s School 
for Girls in Seattle. Having ab- 
sorbed a combination of Madam 
Plesse’s rules for proper be- 
havior and the rigid journalism 
tenets for gathering news, Helen 
promptly decided to become a 
comedienne and headed for 
Hollywood. 

“IT was under the delusion 
that I was very funny,” Helen 
recalls, “but it was rough go- 
ing. I did a dance-and-song 
routine with a tiny man, for 
contrast with my own propor- 
tions, but talkies were coming 
in, vaudeville was on the way 
out, and for a time I had to de-

pend entirely on the $65 a 
month I received from my 
father.” 

They did land a few night 
spots, however, and at one 
downtown place she received 
$1.50 a night happily until her 
third night there, when a pro- 
ducer saw her, sent her to see 
Lillian Albertson, who then was 
putting on a play called “Bur- 
lesque,” and who signed Helen 
in it for a substantial part. She 
was paid $85 a week, which to 
her was like getting the United 
States Mint every Monday. 
When the troupe moved up to 
San Francisco, where her par- 
ents were then living, half the 
city came to see her—mostly, 
she says, friends and relatives.

Madison to a contract. He was 
in several films and was making 
$600 a week when he asked for 
his release to free lance. It was 
about this time that Helen lost 
all of her clients except Madi- 
son as a result of what she calls 
an attorney's guile. Things be- 
came rough for awhile, and it 
was in this “hungry” period 
that she and Madison took turns 
borrowing from each other.

HE did not, however, forget 
S her duty toward Madison. She

“I had been told by several 
people that Guy was a personal- 
ity rather than a great actor,” 
she said. ‘“‘One day I stood and 
looked at him in a parking lot, 
as we were about to go some- 
where, and I said: “I'll tell you 
what's going to happen to you.’ 

“*What’s going to happen to 
me”’”’ he asked. 

“*You, my friend, are going 
to be the best Western actor 
this town ever saw.’”’

Helen, whose parents no 
longer are living, feels that she 
inherited from “them, among 
other things, foresight and good 
taste. It’s these two qualities, 
she feels, that help enable her 
to be a good producer, along 
with application of her creative- 
ness to the production of films. 
But there’s another quality to 
her that she did not mention 
A friend disclosed that, although 
she had given up all of her 
work as actors’ agent, she is 
always ready to give a helping 
hand to struggling hopefuls, or 
to give a boost at just the right 
time to some thwarted actor or 
song-writer. 

She remembers her own 
tough days with an understand- 
ing heart—and that helps make 
her a fine producer. Her real 
hobby is people—and she feels 
lucky to be so highly paid for 
something she enjoys so much.

OMETIMES it is unfortunate 
St have a completely “safe” 

lead in your hand. Since 
that lead cannot possibly lose a 
trick and since partner cannot 
criticize it (you think), there is 
a strong temptation to make it 
without thinking of the ad- 
vantages of another and more 
hazardous-looking ‘ead. 
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Mr. Abel's four, spade con- 


tract appears assured. It looks 
like he has to lose only a dia- 
mond, a heart and a club. And 
that is all he did lose. But he 
could have lost one more trick. 
Mr. Dale opened the king of 
diamonds and continued with 
the ace when his partner 
flashed the eight spot. Mr. 
Abel ruffed the second diamond 
and led the queen of clubs. Mr. 
Muzzy won with the king. 


Here Mr. Muzzy figured he 
could not lose by a heart re- 
turn. This reasoning would 
have been appropriate in many 
situations. But not here. Mr. 
Abel won the queen of hearts 
return, pulled four rounds of 
trumps and ran off 10 tricks. 

A diamond return by Mr, 
Muzzy would have beaten the 
hand. And that lead stands 
out. It was extremely unlikely 
that Mr. Dale had the ace of 
hearts. He had passed through- 
out the auction and had already 
shown the ace, king and jack of 
diamonds. 


There was no long suit in 


dummy on which Mr. Abel 
could throw heart losers from 
his hand, so that if the de- 


fenders had a heart winner, it 
could wait. The most reason- 
able hope was that Mr. Dale had 
started with four trumps. That 
would give Mr. Abel five. 

He had been shortened in 
trumps once and another dia- 
mond lead would get him down 
to three spades. Then Mr. Dale 
would eventually win a trump 
trick. That trick, plus the in- 
evitable heart winner, would de 
feat the contract.

There ought to be the mother 
who stops at the front door to 
park children, five and seven 
years old, at the table of comic 
books, meanwhile putting her 
toddler in the basket on wheels 
to keep him out of mischief. 
This would show that marketing 
for Americans can be an outing 
for the whole family. 


There ought to be a few men 
shoppers stopping off after 
work to buy the makings of the 
evening meal. It would illus-

There ought to be at least 
one shopper who trots around 
without a list and so arrives at 
the checkout counter having 
forgotten several necessary 
items.

“If you're unable to come up 
with the same figures shown on 
your statement,” Margaret 
writes, “drop by my desk with 
your statement and canceled 
checks. Sometimes two heads 
are better than one. . .”” Not at 
our house, Margaret. I've tried 
enlisting the aid of the second 
head. It usually blows its stack. 
Second tip: Try to keep your 
stupidity a secret at home. 


The big problem in checking 
accounts which she doesn’t men- 
tion is keeping a balance. 
Women have devised various 
complicated methods for insur- 
ing this safeguard. Some enter 
only round numbers, the num- 
ber larger than the check, on 
their stubs, figuring the odd 
change will take care of the 
margin of error. One woman I 
heard of has a “save a check” 
system. She always holds back 
one check which she has sub- 
tracted in her bookkeeping sys- 
tem until she’s sure she’s clear 
for. the month.
